The President-elect of the American Hospital Association, 
Dr. Robin C. Buerki, is one of the best known administrators 
in the hospital field on this continent. He has been identified 
with progressive thought in hospital administration for many 
years. Dr. Buerki is superintendent of Wisconsin General 
Hospital and the Wisconsin Orthopedic Hospital for Children 
at Madison, Wisconsin. These are the teaching hospitals for 
the school of medicine of the University of Wisconsin. 

Dr. Buerki received his Bachelor’s degree from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin and the degree of Doctor of Medicine from 
the college of medicine of the University of Pennsylvania. 
He has served as resident and chief resident at the Hospital 
of the University of Pennsylvania. During the war he was 
a member of the staff of Base Hospital No. 11, specializing in 
head surgery. 

In 1923 the Regents of the University of Wisconsin ap- 
pointed him superintendent of the State of Wisconsin General 
Hospital, which was at that time in process of construction, 
and since that year he has been prominent in the development 
of the extensive program both in construction and in oper- 
ation for the hospitals of the University of Wisconsin. 

He has long been prominent in the affairs of the American 
Hospital Association, has been chairman of several of its 
sections and chairman and member of some of the more impor- 
tant committees of the Association. He is at present a member 
of the Council on Community Relations and Administrative 
Practice, and is chairman of its Division on Hospital Medical 
Practice. Since 1930 he has been president of the Wisconsin 
Hospital Association. He was largely instrumental in having 
Wisconsin join with Illinois and Indiana in the formation of 
the Tri-State Hospital Association. 

Dr. Buerki’s experience and qualifications, his recognized 
ability as a hospital administrator, and his pleasing personality, 
all identify him as a leader in the hospital field and insure for 
him and the Association a very successful year as President- 
elect. 
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The Joint Committee of the 
National Hospital Associations 


HE Joint Committee of the National Hospital Associations was in 

conference at the Philadelphia convention. Plans for the work of 

the Joint Committee were outlined and decided upon. The valuable 
services which the committee rendered hospitals during the past year, 
together with the new problems that are confronting the hospital field, 
particularly during the next session of Congress, make it imperative that 
the work of this committee be continued at least for another year. 

In order that the Joint Committee may have authoritative data to 
present to the national Administration, as well as to state and local 
administrative bodies, it has prepared a questionnaire which will be sent 
to the varieus hospitals through designated state hospital organizations, 
where such organizations exist, and direct from the headquarters of the 
American Hospital Association to hospitals in those states which have 
no state organizations. This questionnaire is simple in form, requiring 
very little effort to answer and return, and the information given in the 
replies will be tabulated by the Joint Committee and used in presenting 
its claims for consideration for hospitals in any future legislation and in 
the formulation of regulations under existing legislation. 

Among the large tasks which confront the Joint Committee in its 
efforts this year are listed the following: 

1. Remuneration for hospitals for the care given indigent patients on 
Federal and state relief rolls. 

2. Favorable rulings under the existing code governing the soft and 
hard coal and fuel industries, the milk code, and other codes governing 
industries coming within the purview of Administrative Orders X-4 
and X-8. 

3. The exemption of hospitals from processing and other similar taxes. 

4. The reduction of duties on imports of supplies and equipment pur- 
chased by hospitals. 

§. The co-operation of Federal and state relief organizations in the 
remuneration of hospitals for the cost of hospital care for the indigent. 

These are only a few of the many problems that are coming up and 
which mean many hundreds of thousands of dollars in actual disburse- 
ments to the hospital. 

The Joint Committee particularly requests that the questionnaire that 
is being mailed to the hospitals be promptly accomplished and returned 
to the committee. Without the information which this questionnaire 
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asks for, the Joint Committee will be vastly handicapped in the presenta- 
tion of its request for favorable action by those in authority in both 
Federal and state governments. With the co-operation of the hospitals 
in this work, the committee feels that a measurable amount of success 
will attend its efforts. 

For the information of the hospital field, we are publishing herewith 
a statement of the receipts from the contributions of the hospitals for 
the work of the Joint Committee in 1933 and 1934:

The Philadelphia Convention 


HE 36th annual convention of the American Hospital Association, 

held in Philadelphia, will go into history as one of the best which 

the Association has ever held. From the standpoint of attendance 
it was the second largest in the history of the Association, being surpassed 
in this respect only by the Atlantic City convention of 1929, when the 
International Hospital Congress were the guests of the American Hospital 
Association. 

The program had an especial appeal to all who are interested in hospital 
administration, particularly members of the boards of trustees of our 
hospitals, and the Tuesday evening session of the Trustees’ Section was 
the best session that this Section has ever held. More constructive thought 
and sound counsel were presented for the guidance of the hospital field 
at this session than at any previous meeting of the Trustees’ Section. 

Philadelphia was an ideal host city. Everything possible was done for 
the convenience and pleasure of the delegates by Philadelphia and its 
citizens. Every detail was promptly looked after by those in charge of 
the local arrangements. The convention hall authorities and the manager 
of the Convention Bureau were particularly co-operative. 

The success of the convention was due in no small degree to the work 
of the Local Arrangements Committee under the chairmanship of Mr. 
John M. Smith, superintendent of Hahnemann Hospital, and his associates 
on the committee. Mr. Smith, one of the best known and best loved of 
hospital administrators, had organized this committee so that it functioned 
with the greatest efficiency at all times. In his work in arranging for 
the convention he was ably assisted by Dr. Joseph Doane, Dr. Donald 
Smelzer, Mr. John Hatfield, Mr. Lewis N. Clark, Mr. Melvin L. Sutley, 
and Mr. H. S. Mehring, and their associates. Mr. Charles A. Gill, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Hospital Association, worked with the Local 
Arrangements Committee in perfecting the arrangements for the con- 
vention. 

The annual banquet and ball, held at the Benjamin Franklin Hotel, was 
superbly arranged. The musical selections rendered during the evening 
were particularly appreciated. The banquet addresses by Hon. Franklin 
Spencer Edmonds and Rabbi William H. Fineshriber were both instructive 
and inspiring. 

Every session of the convention was well attended, the delegates show- 
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ing an unusual interest in the proceedings and participating in the dis- 
cussions presented. Attendance at all the sessions was noticeably large. 


The sessions of the American Protestant Hospital Association, the 
American Occupational Therapy Association, the American Association 
of Medical Social Workers, and the National Association of Nurse Anes- 
thetists were most successful and were particularly well attended. 


The exhibits, both commercial and educational, were very extensive 
and possessed unusual interest for the delegates. 


More than 3,200 hospital people were registered at this convention, 
representing 1,200 hospitals in the United States and Canada, in addition 
to delegates representing hospitals in Australia, Panama, England, the 
Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico, and South Africa. A list of the delegates 
who registered at the convention is incorporated in this issue of THE 
BULLETIN.

A Nuisance Charge 


HE code for the oxyacetylene industry, which sells oxygen and gas 

anesthetics to hospitals in metal cylinders, imposes a tax of 2 cents 

per day rental for each cylinder kept by the hospital for over thirty 
days. 

This code was exempted under Administrative Order X-4 so far as it 
applied to hospitals, but a stay of the order was granted the oxyacetylene 
industry on September 21, 1934, and the code with this tax was put into 
effect. 

While in a great many instances hospitals are able to return and do 
return cylinders within the thirty-day period, there are many hospitals 
remote from the source of supply which find it impractical if not impos- 
sible to do this. The number of these hospitals, as compared with the 
hospitals which are able to return the empty tanks within the prescribed 
limit, is proportionately not large, but the added burden of a 2 cents per 
day charge, while not meaning a great deal to any single hospital, would 
in the aggregate mean a great deal of money. The charge is unnecessary 
and unjust. 

Granting that the gas manufacturers have large amounts invested in 
the cylinder containers, such investment was made as a part of the equip- 
ment for carrying on their extensive business and became a part of the 
capital cost of their respective companies. A charge of this sort, imposed 
upon hospitals, is a tax upon the charity which these hospitals render the 
deserving poor of their communities, and it affects every hospital in this 
country, with the exception of those tax-supported institutions not com- 
ing under the provisions of industrial codes. 

The graceful thing for the oxyacetylene industry to do under the cir- 
cumstances would be to ask the Government to exempt hospitals from 
this charge. The Joint Committee will certainly take this matter up 
vigorously and promptly on behalf of the hospitals and will protest the 


imposition of this nuisance charge on hospitals.

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The 1934 Institute for 
Hospital Administrators 


OR the second year the American Hospital Association, in co- 

operation with the University of Chicago and the Chicago Hospital 

Association, conducted the Institute for Hospital Administrators. 
This second Institute had an attendance of 150, coming from all over 
the United States and Canada. The committee in charge of the Institute 
had arranged a course of instruction that was particularly meritorious. 
Both the lectures and round table sessions dealt with the intimate, every- 
day, practical problems of hospital administration. It was particularly 
gratifying to note that those who registered were earnest in following 
the course of instruction outlined and regular in attendance at every 
session. 

As an educational feature it has taken its proper place in the develop- 
ment of efficient hospital administrators, and will be continued from year 
to year as a part of the permanent program of the American Hospital 
Association. 

The Institute as now constituted is a practical and successful develop- 
ment of the educational program of the American Hospital Association. 
The results which it has obtained in interesting over 300 registrants in 
the two years it has been operated constitute a substantial contribution 
to the training of competent hospital administrators on this continent.’ It 
was organized and has been conducted for the purpose of affording hospital 
administrators an opportunity to study and be instructed in the best and 
accepted methods of hospital administration. 

The American Hospital Association is greatly indebted to the school of 
business of the University of Chicago for its co-operation in and its con- 
tribution to the course of study of the Institute. The members of the 
faculty of the school of business have very generously given of their time 
to lecture to the students, and the University of Chicago itself has pro- 
vided lecture rooms and dormitories for the students’ accommodation. 

The charge for attending this course is only a nominal charge—just 
enough to meet the necessary disbursements of conducting the Institute 
and arranging for a competent faculty. 

The committee on the Institute is already reviewing the work of this 
year’s Institute and arranging plans for next year. 
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New York Hospitals Victimized 


A young man calling himself Dr. Peter Warren at one time and Dr. 
Bradley at another has applied for residency in several hospitals in New 
York. After introduction to the house and visiting staffs he ingratiates 
himself in their favor and ends by victimizing those members of the 
staff who repose confidence in him and lend him sums of money. 

This man, whoever he may be, speaks with a southern accent, is 
thoroughly familiar with the customs and habits of the South, especially 
the New Orleans area, apparently has some medical education, and 
affects an intimate acquaintance with people who are known to his 
victims. 

It is altogether probable that he may appear in other states. In the 
event that he does so, he should be identified and apprehended, as he is 
wanted by the police department of New York City.
